My mother, Margaret Wolf was the daughter of Otto Wolf and Charlotte Savage; she grew up at 
517 NW 1 st Street in Faribault. My Wolf and Savage ancestry runs deep in Rice County, 
mainly Faribault and Morristown, along with my childhood memories. 

I was aware of the existence of this photo when I was a young boy (many, many years ago) but 
it, like family history held no attraction for me at the time. However, in the 1970’s I had an 
‘awakening’ as to my ancestry and as such asked my mother to name the people in the photo. 
Not long after, I reconnected with a Faribault cousin, Paul Savage who also knew all of the 
people pictured, both he and my mother agreed on the identifications. Paul was in the 
lithography business. He enlarged and cleaned up the photo to what it is today. Paul, BTW, 
was married to Jeanne Ellis daughter of George Ellis owner of the former AMERICAN 
BILLIARD ACADEMY of Faribault. The probable accuracy of the photo identification is 
believed to be just that. 

My mother’s family descended from Timothy Savage and Margaret O’Brien on her mother’s 
side and Friederich (Fred) Wolf and Amelia Kienow on her father’s side. 

Timothy Savage settled in Rice County and raised 13 children. His cousins John and Daniel 
also settled there. Fred Wolf and his 8 children settled in Faribault, his brother Herman, his wife 
Anna Lindenberg and their 11 children farmed in Morristown. Those in the photo are primarily 
Savage and spouses married as of the date of the photo. 

I could rattle on forever about the above families but would like to direct interested persons to 
familysearch.org where they will find documentation and lots of photos concerning the Savage 
and Wolf families. Timothy can be easily found using the identifier #LJ1K-T46 and for 
Friederich LVDM-PLM. I would beg, beseech and implore any family connections to those 
listed to add documentation, comments and especially photos to the listings. 

I am happy to provide additional information and or answer questions concerning the photo, its 
identification or my family information. Hopefully this peek into the past photo and identifier 
will bring joy and connectivity to at least one family. 

It appears that the RCGS is running smoothly after the passing of Dorothy Chester Herkenratt. 

I still have all the type written letters she sent, quite nice in this time of electronic 
communication.

(12) 1904-2002 and Paul Savage (31 on lap) 1922-2000. Between the two they were able to 
identify even the oldest family members and the names that they were called by. Margaret 
vividly recalled the warm summer day this photo was taken and the abundance and 
variation of good food awaiting them after the sitting. Margaret further stated that the 
family gathering lasted late into the evening.

Genealogy’s Often-Misspelled Words 

You might want to save this article someplace. I have no idea why, but many of the words used in researching your 
family tree are difficult to spell. I constantly see spelling errors in messages posted on various genealogy web sites. 
When someone misspells a word, it feels like they are shouting, "I don't know what I'm doing!" 

Here are a few words to memorize: 

Genealogy - No, it is not spelled "geneology" nor is it spelled in the manner I often see: "geneaology." That last word 
looks to me as if someone thought, "Just throw all the letters in there and hope that something sticks." For some 
reason, many newspaper reporters and their editors do not know how to spell this word. Don't they have spell 
checkers? 

Cemetery - The letter "a" does not appear anywhere in the word "cemetery." You can remember the spelling by an old 
saying. "We go to the cemetery with E's." (ease) 

Ancestor - This simple word is often spelled "ancester," "ansester," or "ansestor." 

Ancestry - This word is often misspelled "ancestory." I often see errors when someone is referring to the ancestry.com 
online web site as "ancestory.com." 

History - More than once I have seen someone refer to their "family history" or "family histry." 

Descent - Perhaps not as common, but I have seen this spelled as "decent," which sounds almost the same. 

Descendant - it often appears as descendent, descentent and many others. 

Grantor versus Grantee - In land records, the grantor is the one who sells or gives (grants) the land while the grantee is 
the one who receives. 

Copyright - then there is Copyright versus Copywrite. Just remember that it is always right to copy, not to write to copy. 

Progenitor - I can never remember how to spell this word. I simply try to avoid it when I am writing! 

Two other words often are confused: immigrant and emigrant. Another variation is immigration versus emigration. 
According to Merriam-Webster Dictionary at http://www.merriam-webster.com an emigrant is "a person who leaves a 
country or region to live in another one" while an immigrant is a person who comes to a country to live there. To repeat, 
an emigrant leaves while an immigrant arrives. 

The late Dick Pence was quite a storyteller, and once he told of an online genealogy article he wrote in which he poked 
fun at common spelling errors by genealogists. He deliberately misspelled ten different words in the article, including 
most of the words I listed above. In the text of the article, he never mentioned that the article was a tongue-in-cheek 
attempt at humor. 

Dick soon received an email message from an irate lady who apparently didn't realize it was a deliberate attempt at 
humor. She scolded him for his spelling errors, writing, "Mr. Pence, you should be ashamed of yourself. I am an English 
teacher and I want to tell you that I found seven spelling errors in your article!"
